Once the 
field settled Lollie Eastin was in front, and she 
led into the stretch. At the stand’s end Miss 
Young joined issue, and, in a driving finish, won 
by a neck. 

In the last race Weola was an odds-on fav- 
orite. The Kitten led for half a mile, with 
Weola well up. In the stretch Weola and Rev- 
enue fought it out, the pilgrim from South 
America .winning by a length. John Hickey, 
who got off badly, beat Helen Wren a nose for 
third place. 

That elastic old rogue Ben Lomond, by De- 
ceiver— Kate Bowling, was shot yesterday. He 
was suffering from a clot of blood in the head, 
and the shot was a merciful one. 

Clint De Witt and the Kenwood Stable, ban- 
ished at Lakeside for Warren Leland’s peculiar- 
ities, have been re-instated.
